Her sketches are not mere imper- 
sonations. While they resemble the 
studies for which Cornelia Ottis 
Skinner and Ruth Draper are fa- 
mous they contain more plot. Miss 
Ross peoples her stage with char- 
acters, who, though they never ma- 
teriafize; ^eem^aKtnuch alive""as the ' 
artist who asks them questions and 
reflects their various answers in 
her, comments. All of her material 
is original.

After a rather hectic and ap- 
parently careless first half, the 
Pumas finally came to and play- 
ed football to beat Central Nor- 
mal of Danville, Ind., 20-0 last 
Saturday on the home grounds. 
It was the fourth straight win 
for the Pumas and set them up 
as the leading contenders for 
the Indiana Conference title. 

Although the Pumas outplayed 
their opponents throughout the first 
half, their jumpy nerves held them 
from scoring. Six first downs were 
made to CN’s one; three fumbles 
proved costly, for they happened 
jusia&the— Puma&were-in scoring 
position. The fumbles occurred on 
the 15, the 12, and the 23-yard lines 
after the ball had been worked up 
field in steady drives. 

The first Puma tally came in the 
third period when Pete Varini, full- 
back, went through the center of 
the line on a spinner and raced 32 
yards to a touchdown.
